OOB oonoepts idiioh have been strsesed in the past. Attention is drasn 
to paragraph 1 of referwooe b. idddh quotes tiw President* a Board of 
Consultants on Foaraign Intelligeaee Aotlvltiest '*We ui^ ^at action 
be expedited to baring the planning for Intelligenee aotiyities in tdjae 
ef war to ttM highest feasible state of areadimss and that a realistie 
war flp"***e of th«B begin as soon as praotloable." DOS has arepeatedly 
oontended that the ultiaaate paroiltable amrvim and testing at the 
ABI^POT Program's effioieney would be that of holding Joint exercises 
with Special Forces in the Euaropean Theater. This plan ^s not 
mrisage a haphasard er iandisoarlsdnate application of sU. AEDEPOT 
garadoates into siidi an oxaraiso, Xt has be«a spproaeha7*on a eery 
seleetire s;^1^ba« i.e., through the selection of the asoire wtsiaiuilng 
oadre naRbers, 1m petmtial teas leadearsy idao then would net drily 
eaahanoe and enrieh their own eapabilitlM and eenfldenoe, bat would 
demonstrate to the Speeial Feroes the ^rpe «f support they oeuXd 
sxpeet froD this Agaaeor's elan^tlns personnsl in time of hostilities. 
The resultant mutual benefit to be derived from this form of exercise 
j^ould be eridcHiit to any j^fasslonal intslligsnee offteer. Ifefortu- 
^^ly, MheiMTer this subject was Inroa^sd, it was dwelled by the 
IDP ruling that "eixtaaraally held assets diould not be eoB^romised.....**. 
The security risks of surdi an operation^ as it psartains to the AEDEPOT 
aeleeted graduates, could be held to a alnlKum through the use of 
"Mack flights" asd the perstmoSl operating in alias. Should tMs again 
be denied, it is felt that as a artniMum aoer^atable standard, seleotsd 
AEIH£POT graduates sh<»ld be permitted, in fact urged, to parUclpate 
in Speoial Forces training exex^ees in the 2.1.
